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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applciant presented the arguments that 
Alperrovich, Chitrapu and Carlson, taken singly or in combination do not teach or suggest the communication device have one or more 
active connections to each of the one or more currently 

active cellular network systems. However, the examiner respectfuly disagree. The references to Chitrapu and Carlson have not been 
applied alone to meet the argueed limitation. It is the combination of Alperrovich, Chitrapu, and Carlson what meets the argued limitation. 
Chitrapu teaches information about combinations of different connections 
allowed by each currently active network system (Fig. 2, #'s 14a, 22, 24, Fig. 4, #'s s2, 

s4; par. 15, lines 1-12; pars. 16-17), and Carlson teaches determining number of carriers; i.e., at least number of 
connections for selection of the system (Figure 2, 3's 201,203; Figure 6, #'s 601, 
607,par. 45, lines 1-11 ). Therefore, the office action mailed on 07/23/08 stands. 
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
